Under the Monetary Law Act, corporate status is conferred on the Monetary Board, which is vested with all powers, functions 
and duties. As the governing body, the Monetary Board is responsible for making all policy decisions related to the 
management, operation and administration ofthe Central Bank. The Monetary Board ofthe Central Bank consists of five 
members. The Governor of the Central Bank, who is the chairman, and three non-executive members are appointed by the 
President on the recommendation ofthe Minister of Finance. The Secretary ofthe Ministry of Finance is the fifth board member 
(ex-officio).
